The closer the world comes to being destroyed, appar- 
ently, by its citizens making ruthless use of scientifically 
discovered forces, the greater the catastrophe promises to 
be should it come. Science has added much to the advan- 
tages for peace time living too, which means that the world 
has built up an elaborate social and economic setup con- 
ducive to (with the possibilities at least) a happier and 
more prosperous existence. 

We have heard it said time and again that when a man 
gets ready to live death overtakes him, or it frequently so 
happens. Is this to be true with the world as we have it 
today, or maybe tomorrow? 

This reflection is inspired by the history-making in- 
cident which took place in the nation's capital last week 
when TV cameras put to visual record President Eisen- 
hower's press conference for the first time.
